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DETAILED ACTION 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. For example, 
phraseology such as "assuming that the notes ... on p" is vague and indefinite. Claims 5 
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and 6 fail to point out and distinctly claim Applicant's invention, as they are directed 
towards "hardware," but recite method steps. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. In particular, claims 1-6 are directed to an 
algorithm, i.e. an abstract idea. Claims 3 and 4 are directed to computer programs per 
se. Claims 1-6 fail to provide a practical application of an idea or algorithm; i.e. the 
claims do not result in a physical transformation nor do they appear to provide a useful, 
concrete and tangible result. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Armanto et al, Hewlett, Kohler, and Hiratsuka et al are further 
cited to show related teachings in the art.
